DEATH IN A TEXAS TOWN. 


THE RED SHIRTS. 


The Shooting of the Notorious 
De»- 


Iterado Was the Ontcome of a. De,- 
liberate Murder Committed by One 
of Hl» OantiT of Outlaws.

k^n^the.little town of Round Rock, in 
jWilfiamson connty, Tex., not more 
piah SCTmiles distant from Austin, ro- 
pose the remaius of one of the most 
desperate highwaymen that ever oper- 
ated in our section," said Mr. I. N. 
Crocker of the Lone Star State to a re- 
porter. 


"It was in the spring of 1878 that 


Bam Bass met liis fate in this sleepy 
little town, and when lie died with his 
boots on the southwest was rid of a 
criminaK who was easily the peer of 
Jesse James, though he hadn't quite as 
long a run as that noted outlaw. Bass 
,was a product of Michigan—at least, 
his sister, a gentle girl, came down 
from some town in that state to see 
that his body was decently Interred. 


"Bass had collected about him a com- 


pany of as hardened thieves as ever 
engineered a hold up. The gang had 
robbed a number of trains in Missouri 
and Arkansas and concluded they 
•would make one more good haul in 
Texas before riding across the border 
Into Mexico, where they proposed to 
stay in retirement for a season. 
^"Bass had planned the looting of the 
only bank at Round Rock as an easier 
;Job and doubtless a better paying one 
;than tackling a train, which feat had 
been performed too often to be thor- 
oughly safe. 
By changing his pro- 


gramme to raiding a village bank there 
might be more lucre and less risk. 


"So on that lovely morning in May 


•when he and his fellow thieves rode 
into 
the 
unsuspicious 
town 
they 


chuckled to think what an easy job it 
•would be to transfer the bank's cash to 
their pockets. So thoroughly certain 
were they of getting off with the 
plunder that they vere in no hasto 
about the matter. One wanted to get a 
shave, another wenl into a restaurant 
and so they scattered singly over the 
place, but there was an understanding 
as to the time of attack, and a rendez- 
vous was fixed upon. 


"Meanwhile, unknown to the bandits, 


a squad of mounted Texas rangers had 
been pressing hard upon the trail of 
the bad men, and within au hour after 
the Bass outfit entered Bound Rock 
Sergeant Dick Ware, with eight or ten 
rangers, also reached the scene. He 
wasn't aware of the presence of the 
robbers, nor did they dream that the 
officers of tha law were in that vicinity. 
Neither did any citizen of the town 
have the remotest idea of the identity 
of certain rough looking men, strangers 
In the place. Cut they might be cow- 
boys from some distant west Texas 
cattle ranch, for the presence of such 
was too common to occasion notice. 


"The climax came quite by accident. 


One of the ruffians who had sauntered 
into a store to make a few purchases, 
in reaching for his purse to make pay- 
ment, disclosed a big Colt's revolver.

"Upon this the robber rushed out of 


the store, ami immediately his com- 
rades came running to the spot, but no 
faster than did the rangers with their 
Winchesters, ready for action. 
In a 


second it seemed as if both sides had 
the situation revealed, and the robbers 
turned to run to where their horses 
stood tied, a block from where the 
murder of the marshal occurred. Bo- 
fore he had run 30 yards Dick Ware 
had seut a bullet into the head of 
Barnes. Bass' lieutenant, which laid 
the highwayman low, 


"Bass, mortally wounded, managed 


to get upon his horse, which he urged 
to breakneck speed. The animal ran 
for about three miles till lie reached 
the open prairie and stopped to graze. 
As ho did so his rider, unable to sit 
longer in the saddle from loss of blood, 
fell to the ground. 


"When they found him a few hours 


later, he was dying. lie recognized 
Sergeant Ware as the man who had 
killed him and said he wanted Ware to 
have his horse. lie regretted their 
procrastination in robbing the bank, 
for if they had only known the ran- 
gers were so near they could have fin- 
ished the job and escaped."—Washing- 
ton Post.

Xfnrcni Whitman'* Wild nn£ Peril- 


on » Journey of 4.OOO Milieu from 
Oretvon to Washington and the Re- 
HiiltK V/htcli Followed In. Urn Wake. 
The ride of Hercus Whltmaji was 


ever snow capped mountains and along 
inrk ravines, traveled only by savage 
men. It was a pluage throdgh Icy rlv- 
•rs and across trackless prairies, ft 
•ide of 4,000 miles across a continent 
n the dead of winter to save a mighty 
territory to the Union. 


Compared with this, what was the 


feat of Paul Revere, who rode 18 miles 
on a calm night in April 1:0 arouse a 
mndful of sleeping patriots and there- 
by save the powder at Concord? 


Whitman's ride saved three stars to 


the American flag. It was made In 
1842. 


In 1792, during the first administra- 


tion of Washington, Captain Robert 
Gray, who had already carried the 
American flag around the globe, dis- 
:ovcred the mouth of this Columbia 
river. He sailed several miles up the 


rent stream and landed and took pos- 
session in the name of the United 
States. 


In 1805, under Jefferson's administra- 


tion, this Vast territory was explored 
by Captains Lewis and Clark, whose 
reports were popular reading for our 
grandfathers, but the extent and value 
of this distant possession were very 
slightly understood, and nci attempt at 
colonization was made, save the estab 
llshment of the fur tradin,? station of 
Astoria in 1811. 


Strangely 
enough, England, too, 


claimed this same territory by virtue 
of rights ceded to it by Russia and 
also by the Vancouver surveys of 175)2. 
The Hudson's Bay company establish- 
ed a number of trading posts and filled 
the country with adventurous fur trad- 
ers. So here was a vast territory, as 
large as New England and the state of 
Indiana combined, which seemed to be 
without any positive ownership. But 
for Marcus Whitman it would have 
been lost to the Union. 


It was in 1S3G that Dr. Whitman and 


a man by the name of Spaulding, with 
their young wives, the first white wo- 
men that ever crossed the Rocky 
mountains, entered the valley of the 
Columbia and founded a mission of the 
American board. They had been sent 
out to Christianize the Indians, but 
Whitman was also to build a state. 


He was at this time 35 years old. In 


his journeys to and fro for the mission 
he soon saw the vast possibilities of 
the country, and he saw, loo, that the 
English were already apprised of this 
and were rapidly pouring Into the ter- 
ritory. Under the terms of the treaties 
of 1818 and 1S2S it was the tacit be- 
lief that whichever nationality settled 
and organized the territory, that nation 
would hold it. 
If England and the 


English fur traders had boon success- 
ful in their plans, the three great states 
of Washington, Oregon and Idaho 
would now constitute a part of Brit- 
ish Columbia. But it was not destined 
to be. 


In the fall of 1S42 it looked as if 


there would be a great inpouriug of 
English into the territory, and Dr. 
Whitman took the alarm. There was 
no time to lose. 
The authorities a1 


Washington must be warned. Hastily 
bidding his wife adieu, Dr. Whitman 
started on his hazardous Journey. The 
perils, hardships and delays he en- 
countered on the way we can but faint- 
ly conceive. His feet were frozen, he 
nearly starved, and once he came very 
near to losing his life. 
He kept 


pushing right on, and at the end of five 
terrible months he reached Washing- 
ton. 


He arrived there a worn, bearded 


strangely picturesque figure, clad en 
tirely in buckskin and fur, a typical 
man of the prairies. lie asked audience 
of President Tyler and Secretary of 
State Webster, and it was accorded 
him. 
All clad as he was, with his 


frozen limbs, just in from his 4,00( 
mile ride, Whitman appeared before 
the two great men to plead: for Oregon 


His statement was a revelation 1o 


the administration. Previous to Whit 
man's visit it was the genera! Idea in 
congress that Oregon was a barren 
worthless country, fit only for wil 
beasts and wild men. Ho opened the 
eyes of the government to the limit 
less wealth and splendid resources of 
that western territory. Etc told them 
of its great rivers and fertile valleys 
its mountains covered with foiests and 
its mines filled with precious treas 
ures. He showed them that It was a 
country worth keeping and that i 
must not fall into the hands, of thi 
English. He spoke as a man inspired 
and his words were heeded. 


What followed—the organization o 


companies of emigrants, the rapid set 
tlernent of the territory and the treaty 
made with Great Britain in 1846 bj 
which the forty-ninth parallel wa 
made the boundary line west of thi 
Rocky mountains are matters of his 
tory. 


The foresight and the heroism of on< 


man and his gallant ride had saved 
three great states to the Union.—Oma 
ha World-Herald.

Yonajr In HI* Month. 


In the. Nile'there is,a singular fish 
lat has been known,from early^Blble 
mes. It is dedicated to the^Apostie 
Irnon or Peter^Je knovfiras^Tllapia 
Imouls and is "especially common in 
aalestlriS and the sea or lake of Tibe- 
lus. 
Nearly all these fishes haye a 


ingular method of caring for th,eir 
oung. At the time of spawning the 
mother fish forms a little nest,among 
tie reeds and rushes, in which she dfr 
osits perhaps 200 green eggs, about 
ha size of shot, which she immediate' 
y deserts. 
Curiously en»ugn, in all 


he thousands of fishes but three or four 
nstances are known where the mother 
isplays any affection for her young or 
emains by them. 
The father stations himself by the 
iest and presently appears to be dining 
upon the eggs, but If he is carefully 
watched It will be seen that he is tak- 
ng them into his mouth with 
greatest care and not swa 
hem. They are lodged "in what%rcof- 
esponds to the cheeks and held there. 
The eggs soon hatch, the little fishes 
_row and the countenance of Mr. Tila- 
pia becomes greatly swollen and puff- 
ed out of all semblance to his former 
self. 
He cannot begin to close his 


month and presents a most extraordi- 
nary appearance. 


To accommodate and protect the 


growing family the fish submits to 
frcat inconvenience and only permits 
:hem to escape when it is a physical 
mpossibility'to hold them any longer. 
At this time the father will undergo 
severe treatment rather than relin- 
quish his progeny. He has been thrown 
out upon the beach, but still clings to 
his charge, even during his death 
struggles. Many of the young remain 
n this singular cradle until they are 
four inches in length.—Philadelphia 
Inquirer. 


MAY FIRES. 


An Ancient Scotch Cn»tom Which 


Once Involved Hnninn Sacrifice. 
Sir John Sinclair's "Statistical Ac- 


count of Scotland" contains notices of 
many old customs, which still contin- 
ued to be observed in the Highlands, 
though they were even then fast dying 
out. From the eleventh volume of that 
great work, which was published in 
1791 and the succeeding years, we 
learn, on the authority of the minister 
of Callander, Perthshire, that the boys 
of the township assembled in a body 
upon the moors on May day, and pro- 
ceeded to dig a circular trench, leaving 
the soil in the center undisturbed, so as 
to form a low table of green turf, suf- 
ficient In size to accommodate the 
whole party. 


They lighted a fire and prepared a 


custard of milk and eggs, and a large 
oatmeal cake, which they baked upon a 
stone placed In the embers. When they 
had eaten the custard, they divided the 
cake into as many equal portions as 
there were persons in the assembly anc 
daubed one of those pieces with char- 
coal until it was perfectly black. They 
then placed all the pieces of cake to- 
gether in a bonnet, and each in turn 
drew one blindfolded, the holder of the 
bonnet being entitled to the last piece 
The boy who drew the blackened por- 
tion was destined to be sacrificed and 
was compelled to. leap three times 
through the flames. 


Although- the ceremony had degen 


crated into a mere pastime for boys, 1 
Is evident that it must once upon a 
time have involved the actual sacrifice 
of a human being, in order to render 
the coming summer fruitful.—Gentle 
man's Magazine.

"A cartridge of dynamite is pretty 


much like a woman—you can.never tell 
what it is going to do next^because'it 
doesn't know itself,'1" said a boss blast- 
er. "I have seen a powder salesman 
throw a cartridge of"dynamite into the 
redhot fire box of a 20 horse boiler, 
and the stuff just burned like lard. 
Nest day I saw a cart boy repeat tho 
experiment with a blacksmith's forge 
and a pill of dynamite no larger than 
a pea—and there will be a wholesome 
fear and soft coal in that boy as long 
as he lives. 


"I have seen a case of 100 sticks of 


dynamite fall 800 feet down a shaft 
and never wink, and I'v? seen an.In- 
dian drop a half cartridge from hl3 
hand to his boot and not a grease spot 
did the poor fellow leave behind. At 
that the poor fellow deserved a better 
fate, for1 he made a desperate fight for 
it before he scattered. 


'He was loading a block hole at the 


time and had just broken a cartridge 
in half when he dropped one of the 
pieces. 
Before it could touch the 


ground he sort of half caught It, and 
then began a desperate brief juggling 
act. Again and again ho half caught 
the deadly thing. Then he missed it. 
He made one last effort and stuck out 
his foot to break the fall against tho 
hard ground, but it didn't work. There, 
was a bang, and it was lucky no one 
stood near him. Which shows that 
dynamite is like a woman, because In 
my time I have dropped similarly hun- 
dreds of cartridges of dynamite, and 
still I am here and with a good di- 
gestion. 


"But It is in winter, when dynamite 


freezes, that it Is most capricious. 
Then if you want it to go off it simply 
refuses, or burns with a dull roar, 
like a boiler blowing oil steam. It is 
in thawing dynamite that most of the 
accidents happen about which you 
read. There are two ways of thawing 
dynamite—one by placing the car- 
tridges on a steam boiler or within safe 
distance of a fire; the other by immers- 
ing them in pails of hot water. As the 
latter method draws out considerable 
of the nitroglycerlu from the car- 
tridges, and therefore weakens them, 
it is often discarded in favor of the 
more risky thawing by an open fire. 


"I once saw an experienced powder 


man thaw a dozen cartridges by an 
open fire, though, as tho sequel will 
show, he completely lost his head 
when suddenly confronted with an un- 
usual emergency. He had placed the 
cartridges within a foot of an open 
wood fire and had seated himself near 
by to await developments when one 
of the cartridges caught fire. 


"Had he left it to burn itself out the 


chances are a thousand to one that 
nothing very startling would have hap- 
pened, for It is concussion and not fire 
that explodes dynamite. Instead, he 
rushed forward, picked up the burning 
stick by one end, and holding it up- 
ward like a candle began to blow and 
blow until he was black in the face. 
He never let go until the flame began 
to nip his fingers, and then in his ex- 
citement he threw the cartridge to the 
ground and began to stamp and grind 
on it with his heels as if he were kill- 
ing a snake; and, by thunder! he 
stamped out the burning cartridge and 
lived to tell about it! The cart boys 
called him 'Angel' after that, because 
by rights he ought to be an angel now. 


"One day a professor from Stevens 


Institute of Technology came to the 
quarry and asked me to perform a 
certain 
experiment for him. 
Wo 


printed with dynamite direct from a 
newspaper on to a block of iron. The 
professor said the experiment proved 
most interesting, as he had discovered 
among other things that dynamite 
works downward and not upward, like 
black powder. 
Our way of proving 


that in a quarry is to lay a stick of 
dynamite on top of a bowlder. After 
the shot the bowlder is smashed to 
bits. 


"But the professor had his own no- 


tions. He carried three round blocks 
of iron six inches in diameter and 
three laches thick. 
Then he took a 


newspaper from his pocket and spread 
one sheet over the face of the block. 
I placed half a stick of dynamite on 
top and covered it with a little heap 
of sand and touched her off. 
Xou 


would hardly believe the result, but 
you can see tho block on exhibition in 
a glass case in the Stevens institute 
library, and you can read on It dis 
tinctly—of course, the type appears 
backward—the printing of that part of 
the paper which covered the block at 
the time of the explosion. 


"But 
the professor 
had another 


wrinkle up his sleeve. He picked an 
ordinary oak leaf and spread it over 
the face of a second block. 1 prepar- 
ed a charge similar to the first, and 
this time the ribs of the leaf anc", even 
its outlines appeared distinctly press 
ed into the iron surface. According 
to the professor, the action of the dy- 
namite was so quick that the ribs of 
the leaf had not time to burst apart 
before they were Impressed on tho 
Iron. 
In the case of tho newspaper 


the printed letters were harder than 
the surrounding white of the paper, 
therefore the impression. 


"The professor's third block is not on 


exhibition for the reason that we never 
found a piece of it larger than a clove 
—and that reminds me, what do you 
say?"

HOW WE GET OUR TEETH. 


It la an Interesting and Somewhat 


Complicated Operntlon, 


An eminent.dentist is authority*for 


the following interesting explanation: 


It would take too long to describe 


the formation of tho?teeth, but It may, 
Interest you to know'that the enamel' 
is derived In the'first place'from tho 
epithelium, or scarf skin, and Is in fact 
modified skin, while the dentine, of 
which the bulk of tho teeth is com- 
posed, is derived from the mucous lay- 
er below the epithelium. 


Lime salts arc slowly- deposited, and 


tho tooth pulp or nerve is the last re- 
mains of what was once a pulpy mass 
of the shape of the future tooth, and 
even the tooth pulp in the old people 
sometimes gets quite obliterated by, 
calcerous deposits. The 32 permanent 
leeth are preceded by 20 temporary de- 
ciduous or milk teeth. 
< 


7hese are fully erupted at about 2 or 
& years old, and at about Q years of 


age a wonderful process of'absorption 
sets in by which the roots of the tem- 
porary teeth are removed to make 
room for the advancing permanent 
on6s. The crowns'of the former, hav- 
ing ncr^uppo'rt, become loose and fall 
away.; 


One would naturally suppose that 


the advancing permanent tooth was a 
powerful factor in the absorption of 
Its temporary predecessor, but we have 
many facts to prove that it has no in- 
fluence whatever. Indeed, the interest- 
Ing phenomena of the eruption and 
succession of the teeth are very little 
understood. 


I may remark in passing that a child 


of C, who has not yet lost aujr tem- 
porary teeth, has in its jaws, either 
erupted or noueruptcd, no fewer than 
52 teeth more or less formed.

According to Professor .T. Joly of 


Trinity college, Dublin, a skater really 
glides about on a narrow film of water 
continually forming under the skate 
and resuming the solid form when re- 
lieved of pressure. lie shows that the 
pressure under the sharp edge of the 
skate, along the short portion of tho 
steel curve which is at any moment in 
contact, is great enough to liquefy a 
thin lino of ice, and this gives the 
skate its "bite." When tho Ice is very 
cold, the pressure Is sometimes Inade- 
quate to reduce the melting point suf- 
ficiently, and then, as all skaters know, 
It is difficult to make tho skates bite. 
For very cold ice Professor Joly rec- 
ommends "hollow ground" skates, be- 
cause the effective pressure increases 
with the thinness of the edge.
